This government contract was paid from HEW funds. *t was 
to get tho President's daughter <in the middle of a campaign yet!) on TV with alleged 
Public Service Announcements. For that one has to nav? But Bennett’s account is that witliout 
this contract the business would have folded anti without hunt it would havo been impossible. 
Thus, and again after public use only, I asked for the agency's government contracts. 

Sillsn got another HEW contract, noiw?omv)etitively , after tho arrests. Edith Green 
made an inquiry and dropped it. She said she would write me later but she didn^t. 

Mullen wo iked for tho CIA while Hunt worked for it, including in tho some Cuban 
area. Naturally, that of Barker et al. thereafter, and while he was still with CIA as 
well a a to long after Mullen allegedly fired him, Hunt used their secret address for nsail 
and got phone service at least with tliom. Hunt claims to have boon vice president and dir- 
ector, not just a hired pen. 

Brora Bean's letter to rao, I think Gray is not quite the innocent victim he has mado 
himself out to be. He know Hunt was working for the Nhito House. Access to the desk was 
not for establishing this but to gets tho evidence it held. require 

It is my belief that just as the CREEPS went out and got money they didn't oo^a and 
out comers needlessly, rjmidng that childish risk, public money was used in this tiling 
that to no is the deepest subversion. I hope you can follow these contracts, for they can 
provide proof. Keep up tho good work and
